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FOREWORD 


The  cases  oresented  in  these  supplementary  volumes  are  those 
considered  most  helpful  to  students  attempting  to  understand  the  basic 
concepts  of  Criminal  Law.  At  the  conclusion  of  each  chapter,  there  is 
a  list  of  recommended  readings  for  those  with  a  particular  interest  in 
a  given  topic.  It  is  strongly  suggested  that  the  material  from  Mewett 
and  Manning's  Criminal  Law  be  used  to  augment  the  casebook  selections; 
it  can  be  especially  helpful  in  some  of  the  more  complicated  areas  of 
the  law.  In  addition,  frequent  reference  to  the  pertinent  sections  of 
the  Criminal  Code  is  essential. 

Most  reported  cases  include  the  opinions  of  several  judges;  however, 
in  this  volume,  not  all  judgments  have  been  reproduced.  At  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  each  case,  the  source  is  mentioned  in  order  that  you  may  refer 
to  the  original  if  you  wish  and  read  the  full  report.  Underneath,  all 
judges  present  at  the  appeal  are  named;  those  whose  names  are  underlined 
wrote  opinions  and  an  asterisk  indicates  inclusion  in  the  casebook. 

Finally,  although  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  divide  the  casebook 
into  segments,  there  are  inevitable  overlaos  from  one  part  of  the  law 
into  another.  By  making  use  of  the  cross-references ,  you  will  be  able 
to  get  a  better  idea  of  the  full  range  of  material  in  a  Darticular 
subject  area.
